We were astonished a few years 
ago to find out how far a sneeze 
carries 
This was demonstrated by 
the work of Professor M W . Jennl- 
son and Professor H. E. Edgerton 
at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. They took three hun­ 
dred high speed photographs ut ex­ 
posures of 1-15,000 of a second of a 
number of sneezes. 
The droplets which were cast out 
from the nose and throat, showed 
up

plates The sneeze can expel droplets 
with a velocity as high as 150 a sec­ 
ond, or more than IOO miles an hour 
A bullet from a regular ,38-raliber 
revolver leaves the barrel of the re­ 
volver with a speed of about 630 feet 
a second

A sneeze can carry these particles 
as far as twelve feet. 
Now this points out the fact that 
one of the great and important 
agents in preventive medicine is 
the pocket handkerchief. For the 
sake of everyone in the surrounding 
| neighborhood, if you are going to 
sneeze and cough, get your pocket 
handkerchief, or at least your hand. 
(in front of your nose and throat. 
(If you are having a cold, you had 
I better provide yourself with some 
gauze squares which you can use 
| in this way and burn afterwards. 
W e are advised ail the time dur­ 
ing the cold season to avoid people 
with colds. This is easier said than 
done since all about about one-sixth 
I of the population have colds during 
! this season of the year.

Tile burden of prevention of a 
cold, lies with the fellow who has 
it. If he will employ the simple mea­ 
sures which go with the use of 
I the pocket handkerchief, he will be 
able to prevent contamination of 
the atmosphere.

There is no antiseptic nose spraw­ 
ler mouth wash which will render 
your nasal secretions and droplets 
harmless if you have a cold, so do 
!not depend upon them as soon as 
you get a cold. To a certain extent 
(you are the guardian of the public 
(health, and you should set yourself 
jup as a health officer to prevent 
giving your cold to other people in 
the ofiice. in the home and in the 
theater. 
It has been said that everybody 
is advised to go to bed with a cold, 
but the fact is that about ninety 
percent of cold sufferers go to the 
movies. To give up the movies is 
another piece of self-denial that you 
could use in order to be a good and 
patriotic citizen.

Philadelphia t*PV—Celtuce, a new 
yet old vegetable that combines the 
taste and adaptability of celery and 
lettuce in .salads or cooking, is to 
appear on the American seed m ar­ 
ket shortly. 
The novel vegetables, with tall 
stalks and green lettuce-like leaves, 
has been developed after three years' 
research by the IV. Atlee Burpee 
Company, which said it received the 
first seeds from a missionary deep 
in the ulterior of China (lear the 
border of Tibet 
Celtuce is a species of lettuce, but 
is different from ordinary’ letluce 
in its growth and it has more uses. 


Young leaves of the plant may be 
eaten 
as 
a 
salad 
or cooked 
as 
“greens 
Its chief food value, how ­ 
ever, is in the light green heart of 
its central stalk, which may be eat­ 
en either raw or cooked. 
As a vegetable the stalk centers 
are cut Into four or five inch lengths 
and split lengthwise, then chilled 
and eaten much like celery or car­ 
rots, with salt or mayonnaise. 
Cooked, the celtuce stalks are pale
